West 1udia squadron, to keep a inrge foree in
the Cuban walers to protect American citizens
and property from molesiation, Aecordingly
orders were despatehed yesterday by the Navy
Depurtment to huve the war steamers Seminole,
Galena, and Junlata dvted out immediately for
duty in the Cubun waters, The Seminole 13 8
third rate vesiel, carrying Dght puns and s
now repalring at Boston., The Galeun 1s nlso a
$hird rive vessel with ten guus, and is now

at the Navy Yurd in Philadelphin, It was for-
merly the fntentlon to it out several of the
fron-clads und send them to the West Indiu
squndron, but the President 16 fearfol ol incarring
100 great an cxpense, 0L s deemed neoessicy,
however, several of the iron clad vessels will be
in rendiness 10 sall nt short notice, by direction
of the President. The Becretary of the Navy
bae ordered Admiral Hoff, commanding the
West Indie squadron, to make a thorough in-
vestication of the capture of the American
brig Mary Lowell by the Bpanish authorities,
and to communionte the facts to the Nuvy
Ddpartment immediately. Sonor Morales
Lemus, the QCuban Minister, leit for
New York eaterdny moroing, and
will return next 'l{mvdu.y. During his absence
the iuterests of the insurrectionury Government
will be avtended to by Beuor D. L. Huiz, one of
the lersation. Senor Lemus has had several
friendly interviews witn Mr. Fish, Becretary of
Stute, but potof an official or political char-
acter. Senor Lemug has also bad several in-
terviews with Scoator Bumuner and Represens
tative Banks, the respective chairmen of the
Forelgn Committees of the Senste and House,
He and his friends are yery reticent, however,
snd nothing is definitely known a3 1o what
transpired at either interview.

Another Version of the Ontrages,

The Boston Traveller has accounts from Hayti
which indicate, that the aileged atrocities "in
Southern Haytl, by the oppouents of Salpnave,
are either exaggerated or were committed in
retaliation for worse crimes by the adherents o
Salnave. The correspondent eays: —

Most of the statements from Hayti have been
written in the intercst of Balnwve, who began
hig career with military usurpation, and has
muraered and exiled many of the best and
purest citizens ot Haytl, The murder of QGeneral
Montes in prison at Cape Hayti, a patriot much

/ beloved by the people, was followed up by acts
of fearful atrocity, wheraver he conld reach his
political oppovents, The severitwes imputed to
Genernl Domingnez at Aux Cayes are donbtless
mreat, but are in the nature of rewabtlon for
the barbarities of Halnave, and ceriainly
forelgu to the charscter of General Do
mipguez, whose disposition to humanity and
kindness was alwiys respecled, sud who would
be gullty of no severity which ne could possibly
avoid. Buat e has conrage to meet tne pegess
sities ot his condition, &nd 15 as brave and
generons as his ercut predecessor, Toussaut,
whote memory i« yet fragrant and precions to
all the sons of Huytl, Toe moral wfluence of
the United States Government Has been bliudly
given to Buluuve, apd ib is nutural for consuls
aud commuuders to reflect fn their reports the
policy of the Government by whom shey are
employed,

James ¥iarper,

The M. Y. Times of this mornive prints the
following:—

Kx Mayor James Harper died at St. Luke's
Houpital, Pifth nvenue and Thirty<ourih street,
on saturday evening, It has been previously
anvounced that on Thursdsey alternoou last,
while driving with his davehtdr in Central Park,
they were both thrown from the carriage in
consequence of the borses taking fricht. The
doughter wus bat slightly injured, bat her veue-
rible father was taken up iusensible and carried
10 hix bome, He never recovered consciouspess
ip this lue, and finally expired us above stated,

James Harper was vorn at Newtown, Loog
Isiand, in 1705, His fatbher, o substantini
furmer, was ol sturdy English stock; his
mother of the no less sturdy Dutch race, who
three generations before had settled npon Loug
Island. Almost =ixty years ago Jumes Harper,
s tall stent lad of sisteen, came to New York
10 scek or make bis fortane,
He aporenticed himeelf to a  pnnter,
and soou became noted us the best craltsman ot
the oay. HBelore he owd passed his appren-
ticeship he had Iaid the foundaiions of his for-

tune, By untiring lndustry aud sriet economy
be had eaved enongh to  furnish @
snall establishment for printing,

n a few wmonitis he war jowned by
% & brother Jobn, two yesrs his juulor, who had
also lesrved the trade, and was jnst ont of his
wme. It soon became an npderstood thing that
the young Hucrpers coold do work better and
quicker than anybody else, Gradaully they
grew from printers 10 publishore, und the nnme
of J. & J, Harper i to be seen on the title-page
of many 4 book 1u our hbraries, Before either
brother had rescoed the aze of five and twenty,
1bhey were known as riaing and prosperous men,

Meanwnile they had taken as appréentices
their two sounger brothers, Wesley aond
¥lecler. Bobh of these mavifssted de-
cided business capucity, and  sbout 1825
the fonr brobers formed W partuer-

ip, under the vame of Harper & Brothers,

bich bas remsined unsilered and anbroken
until three dass ago, when 1he dedth of James
Harper dissolved one of the iuipest brother-
hoods ever known upon esrth, Four such
brotbers never befors wrought iogether, side
by sloe, for & whole hall centory. With what
result they wrought, the nawe of Harper &
Birothers fully shiows,

Jumes Hnarper was in many ways & notable
mun, Physically be was one out of ten thou-
pand, Four days sgo, when he had pussed
three gcore and tep, sud wus voraing upon four-
soore, bis late form was as ercct s 1t had been
thirty yeurs before; there was hardly a gray
Ta¥ i bis head; bis eye was undimmed, und
his natural strepeth unabated, No ons would
have supposed that he had seen half a century;

#nd for three-score yinte no man ever bresthed
that he had done any sct unworthy of his
Chreistian profession. While he had o rare sense
of humor—unot unlike that of Abraham Loocolin,
whom he glightly resembled 1o features —down-
right eurnestoess and mntegrity were the foun-
dations of his being.

His denth came like o shock. On Wednesday
morning he gecmed in rather more thau usuul
spirits. The day was uonususlly balmy, and
ufter dinner, accompanied by Lis daughter, he
took his wonted drive through the Central Park,
Returning, his horses took fright; he wis
thrown from his earriage, slruek beavily upon
his head; was tnken up unconscions, and never
axoke upon gurth, On Easter Eve, Saturday,
Mgareh 27, be paseed to the immortals, Few
men have llyed o more honorahle, noone a mor:

Constantinople,

The following are extracts jfrom an <eries of
Counstantinople letvers published 1 the Perse.
veranza ol Milan:—

The Bultau is an indolent man, of lympuatic
temoernment: e has not had much educatiou,
aud understands no European lunguosge bHut
Freveb, ol which he cun epeak u tew words,
His favorite occupation s to look after his
poultry-yurd, which contains the rarest speci-
mens of hene, ducke, geese, swaps, ete, He
glves enormwous prices for rare birds, and pusses
hours in teedivg s hens and wiatching his
cocks fight., Among the bieter officials of his
court there are alew able men, but the great
majority of them, ko the general body of the
employcs of the State, are ignorant and inetfi-
cient. All the places under government gre
given by favor, which 18 usually gained by ser-
vices that canuet be openly aecknoweledged, But
the inpetliciency of the administration and the
nullity of the sovereign are a small evil com-
pared with the miluence exeicised by forelgn
diplomuey and forcigners in geueral, o bt
Therc are really at Coustautinople as many goy-
ernments as foreigu representatives, esch ol
whom gives his countrymen far more protection
than they would be entitled to ut home,

The power which exercises the greatest jn-
fluence is Russia.  She is the real promoter of
the demands of the viarious nationulities, and
e~pecially of the 100,000 Greek inbabitants of
Coustantinople, who still dream of the restora-
tion ot the Bszantine emplre. Even in out ward
appearsuce the Ruesian embussy iz easily dis.
tinguished from ull the others. It occupies a
maguoiticent palace, which, being bailt on the
helghts of Pera, commands the whole of the
cupital, and looks down upon the residence of
the Suitan, the Golden Horn, and the distant
roofs of Btamboul, as it its wide portals only
nwaited the entry of the Czar. During the
winter season the paluce is opened to all the

higher society of the town, and in the bril-
